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DETAILED ACTION 

The submission of the translated foreign priority application document overcame the 
rejection of office action mailed November 3, 2006. Prosecution is hereby reopened in view of 
re-search and consideration of the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10, 13-16, 21 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yamamoto et al. (US 6,222,972 Bl). 

Yamamoto discloses an optical fiber that is considered art equivalent as an optical 
waveguide, having a clad layer, a core layer which forms an optical transmission region, a stress 
moderating layer (stress buffer layer) provided between the core and the clad (Table 1). The 
clad, core, and stress buffer layer is formed from an organic-inorganic composite such as an 
organic polymer and a metal alkoxide (see Abstract and col 5, lines 60-64). Yamamoto further 
discloses the stress buffer layer should be more flexible than the clad layer to prevent 
transmission loss due to the polymeric shrinkage at low temperatures (col. 4, Unes 45-58, col. 9, 
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lines 1-5). Please see Tables 1-4 for comparative examples of the various experimented 
properties. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
